1.PHINEAS WELLS 


Phineas Wells was born in 1742 in New York and died March 9, 1825 in 
Wood County VA. He married Appolonia Prudence Kittle about 1774 in 
Northampton County PA. Prudence died in Randolph County VA. 

Phineas married Jane Clark about 1815 in Harrison County VA. He served 
in the American Revolution as a private in Capt. Anthony Shimer’s Company 
and with Jacob Stroud, in the 6th Battery of the Northampton County, PA 


Militia in 1778, according to the muster roll for May 14th of that year. His 


place of residence during the Revolution was Northampton County P A. 
Mount Olive Primitive Baptist Church was constituted two miles west of 
Philippi, VA June 21, 1817 by Phineas Wells and Simeon Harris with ten 


members. Elder Wells continued as the minister until too old for active 
service and was succeeded by S. Harris. During the Civil War Union Soldiers 
burned the church. A new church was built. The first church was hewed log 
house (20feet by 30feet) on land given by William Corder.
